Beet Sugar- 


Speaking of the beet 'sugar industry 


a gentleman who hasitha handling of 
large tracts of lani around Milwajkee 
salcj "About four years ago a company 
was organized In Milwaukee and the 
business started 
They went abcut 


twelve miles out of the city, and took 
a piece of property and put up works 
An engineer and expert from Germany 
was brought here to put up the ira- 
chinery and put in the punt In the- 


, four years they have doubled their ca- 


I pacity, and are now contemplating anr 


other addition Tbe business is "an j n 
teresting one When the company first 
started In they coald not Induce farm- 
ers to grow the beets for-them 
They 


had to send to Germany and get the 
seed give It to the farmer and give 
him a guarantee before he would 
bother with It 
Last year, they got 


enough beets within a radius of one 
hundred miles to keep tne mill going, 
and so marvelonsly has tne acreage In- 
creased tbat they Co not expect to nave 
to go further than ntt) miles for beets 
this year The system of getting sugar 
is odd The farmer drives in with his 
beets, and they are turned over to be 
cleaned 
Then tney are cut into fine, 


thin straws and crushed 
The molas- 


ses crushed out Is allowed to run down 


the juice is thrown out, in eagerly gob- 
bled up .by the farmers, who fl£.y it 
makes excellent fodder 
Then tills 


molasses Is whirled around at a te-rlflc 
rate in one of those centrifugal ma- 
chines Tbe sugar adheres to the ma- 
chine and the reEt is thrown o3 
It 


Is queer to see the dry, white .sugar 
come out of tbe sticky, dirty looking 
mass tbat goes In. This stuff tiat is 
thrown off Is kept, and can be used 
over again, and still a great deal of 
sugar is found to have remained. This 
Is a poorer grade ot sugar, but sells 
readily The farmer gets his fair share 
of the money derived from the sugar 
made from his beets, and he has lound 
that the beets pay far better than any 
other thing he could put In 
All of 


the sugar turned out by this mill— 
I believe it Is about three hundred bar- 
rels a day—Is used In and ardun 1 Mil- 
waukee It sells far the same as otler 
^sugar, hot the people seem to like it 
better
